That was the surgeon's little joke, but
It was of the sort of humor that may
best be desertbed as mockery.

To The Dispensary Regarding Seiz-
ures of Contraband Liguor.

|CLAIMS CF REVENTE OFFICERS.

Over Half of the Conflseated Prop-
#rty is Taken by the Repre-

sentatives of the Federal

| The Columbia State says dispensary
OMeinls are wondering what will be

the result of the contention between
| thir State of South Carolina and the
| Teileral government in regard to the
| seizare of  packages of contraband
liguor. If the matter Is allowed to
rin on as 't is now, the State will lose
over 50 pes cent. of the liguor seized
by the constables. In the month of
February, out of the seizures made by
Lhe constables, 8600 wurth of liquor
was afterwards taken by the repre-
sentatives of the federal government.
Mr. L 1. Crum, the commissioner
of Uhe State dispensary, Wednesday
expliiued  the situation to a reporver
of The State.  Up to the time when
Maj. Jenkins became  collector of cus-
| toms, Mr. Crum had hed an agreement,
| with the federal oftizials o the effect
| that the State was to be allowed to
! keep all Hguor seized by the constables
unless the liquors so seizod were evi-
dently sold in violation of the United
| States revenue laws,
| But under areceat ruling the gov-
|eroment’'s gauger at the dispensary,
IMr. AL S Trumbo, is ordered to in-

[ speet every package shipped in by the
| constables and to seize all such as bave
I not the names of well known and rep-

jutable dealers as the parties from
{whom the stuff had been obtained.

larbitrary position for the federal au-
| thoritics to take—for it throws the
| burden of proof on the State, when
the State is not interested in forster-
ing violators of the revenue laws, but
Is endeavoring to break up the opera-
tions of law breakers.

During the month of January the
tederal  government, through its
agents, relieved the State dispensary
of #3500 worthi of contraband, for the
State could not, under the rulling of
the department, prove its own right
o the packages. In February the
value of stuff turned over to the
revenue officers was even more than
in the month preceding. If this is
Kept up it wili become a great hard-
ship on the dispensary system, for not
only does the dispensary lose the pack-
ages, but is not reimbursed for the
express charges puid on the seized
liquors from the point of seizure to
the State dispeosary; and furthermore
the State is but hirng constabulary
to work for the government.

The constabulary has for the past
few years paid its expenses out of the
value of the contraband turned into
the Lig vuts at the State dispensary,
| but the proportion of stuff taken by
the federal oficers is 50 per cent. of
the whole amount seized.  The attor-
ney peneral’s oftice is urging Crum’s
claim for the return of the liquors
taken from the State by the revenue
offivials,  ''he  dispensary  commis-
sloner does not censure Maj. Jenkins,
but says the latter is doing right to
enforce the orders of the treasury de-
partment.
